That ia true. It is alio true that the American idea of the conference 
haa been and is the opener the brtter. Tot in the dtution the public, 
■while still lioldiiig to its faith in public diplomacy, finds the results 
as reported so satisfactory as to feel fully assured that the conference 
is approaehisg all snbjeets and esnvianng all qaestions in the most 
stateamanlike and unselfish spirit. It is in the cordial manifestation 
cf faith in each other among the delegates that the people rest their 
hope for the real benefits of the councils. 

There is no indication that anything is bemg done under cover 
that has sinister claim to secrecy. The foreign delegations of neces- 
sity have to keep in constant communication with their home officefi. 
It is recognized that pending theese communications, which in most 
instances determine the approval or disapproval of eertain details, a 
proper expediency justifies— even in many instances demands— that 
the confidential rlations of the delegatioua be respected. iSo far 
surface indications point to an immediate ptthlieation upon arrival at 
r.onclusiouK. And no far those conclusions have been sound, so full 
0 fpromise of wise world adjustment that they have been aecepteil 
as aupnr of an altogether satisfactory ultimate. 

That bcinp; the case, it is not well to be captious in the matter of 
programs relating to details. l-Hirlhermore, while negotiations in eom- 
mitteees have not been in public meetings, the press has ref used to be 
kept very deeply in the dark as to what was being done, and has in 
turn seen to it that the people were reasonably well informed on de- 
-.elopments. Not all will agree in all points touching the conference 
methods or accomplishments. Vott it is the testimony of popular ex. 
pression that its work so far done is beyond expectation excellent and 
the promise of the finished whole encouraging in the hi).'hest dei^n e. 

In short, that which the conference has, completed is approved 
by the people most cordially. That which it yet projects la accepted 
by the people most confidently.

Sounds very careful and patriotic, doesn't itt But the truth is 
that Brother Fes.s refers to bills lliat .ire intended to help masses of 
the people of whom the government never before thought of doing 
anything exeept to govern them and tax them- For instance, the 
government is building a lot of pubUs roads. We have no doubt at 
all that some congressmen will introduce a bill providing that wher 
the nation i.s building a paved street, it shall also pave, as part of 
the same project, a few extra cross stree> wherever the worl; passes 
through a community center — tlmt is, a small town. And if the bill 
is any good at all. it. will provide that the government, at is own ex- 
pense, shall put in storm sewers before the pavement is laid, and ex- 
tend those aewera to the farnia in good time! 

Brother Few would imme^tdy denounce that bill as a "freft," 
but in truth it is pure common aenw. If pavements are laid through 
the open country, the fanner who drives on them tihonld not find 
mud streets ,at the end of his drive in (lie countrj- town. If he finds 
a few well praved cross streets in the village, he will come often and 
nothing will be better for the farmer, his wife and his soni and 
daughters than to visit the nearby town often. It will mean for 
them entertainment, friendship, extension of education and more 
prosperity in their boaiaess. All of wfeieh is aa aaaet to the nation 
ar a whole. 

Let the government pave and sewer (fore mere health j)reeau- 
tion; our small towns and — intime — provide power and light utili- 
ties for them. Any commtinity so helped will proqier ao greatly that 
it will be able to replace the faeilitiei when the time ime replacement j 
arrives.
